It is also estimated that between 10,000 and 15,000 non-contract workers 
are currently coming to the States each year (called "walk-ins") ~- Many of 
whom have been up before under contract and know the ropes or have made previous 
arrangements with individual farmers. 


As can be seen on the above figures, the number of -working workers ceming 
from year to year has been affected by weather and crop condi tions, en, Hes OS
